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"There Remains Two 2UESTIONS to be 
Ask'd. | 1 | 


One, What That Authority, or Power the Ma- 
| fer hath over the Schollay is ? All Power 1s 
either Natural or Derived, The Power of the 
Mafter is not of Nature, for What hath one 
Man of himſelf to do with the. Child of ano- 
ther ? The Power which is Derived is either 
Supream, or Subordinate. The Suprcam is. that 
which. lyes in the Chief Magiſtrate, whether it 
be Derived immediately to him from G O D, 
or by Conſent of the People. The Subordi- 
nate is that which is Derived from the Su- 
pream to the Inferiour Officers, who AC in his 
Name, and from his Authority. The Power of 
the Maſter now 1s no ſuch Power, neither De- 
riving from the Magiſtrate, or the Laws of the 
Nation, for he Acts not over the Boys in the 
KING's Name, as the Juſtice and the Con- 
Table 'do. What then is this Adventitious 
Strange Power £ Why. this Power the Maſter 
hath over the Scholar, is that Right of Ruling 
him . which is given him by the Father. It is 
no Power therefore Supream, but Subordinate ; 
and .not Natural, -but Derived from that. which 
is Natural ; and conſequently is no other, nor no 
- more, or to any other purpoſe than what the 
D \Pa- 
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Parents do allow him. If a Father therefore 
{hall bring his Child to School, and tell the 
Maſter, that to preſerve the Modeſty and Inge- 
nuity of his Spirit, he will never allow this 
way of Beating him, which 1s a manifeſt Pro- 
ſtitution thereof : if the Maſter ſhall yet Uſe 
it, this Act of the Maſter is not only Vile, but 
Unjuſt, and he is accountable to the Parent for 
it : Who fhould therefore either Sne him at 


Law before ſome Righteons Judge and Jury to 


make fome body an Exampfte : Or fall upon him 
with his Cudgel (if he be a Man of Metal) 
wherefoever he meets him, as having received.

- Work more with them than theſe Accuftomed 
Stroaks: Beſides, ſome Traming them to Self- 
denyal, will ſtand them in Good Stead when 
they come to Age. For Corporal Sufferings 
there is the Ferula for the Hand, a Ropes-erd 
for the Sides, ſome Drubbing alſo may be with- 
out harm: Nay, ſome Devices there will be e- 
ven by Artiſts quickly im Shops, and as for 
the Rod, which is to be uſed at laſt, it is ne- 
ver ſpoken of in Holy Scripture but for the 
Back.
